Cadillac, a box of cigars made in 
Germany especially for Herman 
Goering, according to an item pu- 
lished recently in a Canulae news­ 
paper. 
Colonel J e n k i n s wrote his 
brother-in-law as follows: “The 
history of the cigars is quite inter­ 
esting. 
A cigar factory we cap­ 
tured had been commissioned by 
Goering to make up six boxes of 
them a month for him and they 
are a special elite blend. 
When 
we got the factory we set up our 
headquarters there and there were 
four boxes of these super cigars 
on hand. 
The manager told me 
whom they were for and that a 
special tobacco was used. No one 
else in Germany could get them. 
So I told him Goering wouldn’t be 
needing them any more and took 
them all.” 
The cigars are sealed in glass 
cases with gold seals and are 
about 7lj inches long and placed 
in a low flat cigar box.

Special Troop Cars To 
Be Doubled In 
Number 


Washington, (TPY—With an eye 
to the problem of moving a mil­ 
lion and a half men over the Na­ 
tion’s railroads in the peak load 
month of December, th*1 Army is 
doubling the number cf its special 
Loop ears. 
The army’s transportation corps 
estimated today that in the p°ak 
month of passenger movement it 
will require 24.500 pullman ears, 
11,385 coaches and 6.375 baggage 
cars. T«*. will “tax to the utmost 


the rail facilities of the nation, 
and especially those over which 
the west coast ports of embarka­ 
tion are serviced,” the corps said 
in a summary of problems

Advance Notice Reveals 
Sharp Increase In 
Induction 


An advance notice of draft calls 
for July far in excess of previous 
indications was received yesterday 
by the Delta county draft board, 
calling for the tentative quota of 
63 men for induction next month 
and 140 for preinduction. 
Previously the local board had 
received information that its calls 
for the next three months for in­ 
duction would total 44 men. 
The 
receipt of a tentative notice of call 
for 63 men 
for 
the 
first month 
came as a distinct surprise to the 
local board and representations of 
protest were filed with the state 
headquarters, but without avail. 
To fill the preinduction call, the 
local board has been instructed by 
headquarters of selective service 
to send all men now in 2A or 2B 
who are under the age of 30 and 
who have not already been ex­ 
amined at the army preinduction 
center.

CAN TRUMAN 
SAVE MONEY? 


Not Very Much Remains 
Of 
$75,000 
After 
Paying Taxes 


Washington, (A3)—Can President 
Truman save 
any 
money 
after 
taxes are taken out of his $75,000 
annual salary? 
Tax experts say it all depends 
on the extent of his tax deduct­ 
ions and his mode of living in the 
White House. It’s anybody’s guess 
whether he w ill live beyond his 
$25,000 annual expense account. 
The deductions 
depend 
on 
his 
contributions, 
other 
taxes 
and 
such. 
Persons 
in 
the 
government 
familiar with existing tax laws 
say the "maximum” levy on the 
president’s stipend would be $46,- 
600, allowing for exemptions 
for 
his wife and daughter and a flat 
$500 for donations to church and 
charity. 
This would leave 
$28,600 
for 
living expenses, amusement and a 
rainy day account—if anything is 
left after war bond purchases. 
But 
wait—there’s 
a 
Missouri 
state income tax which will take 
another chunk out of that presi­ 
dential take-home pay The only 
saving feature about that is that 
you can deduct your Federal tax | 
before applying 
the 
graduated 
state tax. The state levy ranges 
from I per cent on the first 1,000 
to 4 per cent on all over $9,000. 
This conceivably could take an­ 
other thousand or more from the 
Truman pay envelope, leaving 
a 
little over $25,000.

maximum the president suggested 
as salary for .senators and repre­ 
sentatives after wage controls are 
lifted.

first obtain a permit as required by the ordinance from the 
city manager. 


The city clerk's office will furnish blanks, and it becomes the 


duty of any person, firm, or corporation to m ake a statem ent 


in writing to the city manager which shall plainly and fully 


set forth the size and probable cost of any new or proposed 


alterations where the cost exceeds the sum of $100. 


Any building or alteration which involves the total expense 


of $100 or more (includes labor) which has been started 


without first securing a permit shall be deemed as a viola­ 


tion of the ordinance, and if necessary corrections must be 


made in order to conform to both zoning and building 


ordinances.

will be interested in two patents, 
among the 526 granted this week, 
on sharpening devices even if they 
may not be available for purchase 
till a later date. Both are inex­ 
pensive sharpeners for 
amateurs 
for use at the home 
One patent, 2.378,179 awarded 
Oakley Brooks. Columbus, Ohio, 
is for a simple device consisting 
of a block having a longitudinal 
passage way fur 
a 
file 
and 
a 
transverse opening across its bot­ 
tom to fit the lawn mower blade 
to be sharpened. The block can 
slide along the blade. A roller in 
the frame assists operation of the 
file. 
The second lawn mower sharp­ 
ener patent 2,377,984 was granted 
to James Leo Ward, Inglewood, 
Calif. It also is a M i n n i e device. It 
consists of handle with 
an 
a t­ 
tached whetstone or olher sharp­ 
ening tool which is clamped in 
position and manually moved for­ 
ward and backward the length of 
the blade.

Strawberries Need 


Care First Season 


The first year is the critical time 
for newly planted strawberries. To 
get large, fancy berries the plants 
must be healthy and well-grown. 
Such plants come only when they 
receive the proper care during the 
first growing season, says Joseph 
Hierman, county agent 
Thorough tillage is highly im- 
iportant. The plants should be cul­ 
tiv a te d and hoed frequently 
to 
I control weeds and to keep the sur- 
; face soil loose and mellow. The 
rooting of young runner plants is 
thereby encouraged. 
Remove all blossom clusters reg- 
; ularly from spring bearing vari- 
! eties. They should not be allowed 
J to bear the first season. Pick the 
j blossoms 
of 
ever-bearers 
until 
! about July I. 
It strawberry plants are to bo 
] grown in hills, remove all runners 
j at least once in every two or three 
; weeks. 
M a matted row is to be 
developed, train the runners so 
that the yelling plants will be spac­ 
ed not closer than 4 to 6 inches 
j apart in the row Remove all sui- 
plus runners. When the row has 
I grown to a width of 
IR 
to 
24 
inches, keep it at that width by 
cutting off the outside runners and 
uprooting them with a hoe or cul­ 
tivator. 
It 
is 
advisable to water the 
plants in dry weather, but be sure 
that enough w ater is applied to 
soak the soil thoroughly. 
Side dressings of garden fertil­ 
izer about August 15 will help to 
invigorate the plants and promote 
a better development of blossom 
buds for the next year’s crop. 
Remember 
that the buds that 
develop into flowers and fruit in 
Hie spring are initiated during the 
previous summer and fall. Proper 
care during this critical time will 
set the stage for a bum per crop of 
luscious berries.

Conservation Patrol 
Boat Returns to Duty 


Patrol No. I, The 
Conservation 
Department’s one-vessel navy, is 
hack in service this season, ship­ 
shape again after its first 
com­ 
plete overhaul in nearly 16 years. 
The 
75-foot 
diesel-powered 
craft underwent extensive repair 
last winter in a Holland, Michigan 
shipyard. 
Built in a Bay City shipyard in 
1929, the patrol 
boat's 
maiden 
voyage in August of that year w a11 
to Isle Royale, with members of 
the Conservation 
Commission a- 
board. Since that voyage, the craft 
has been in constant use each sea­ 
son from early April until about 
the middle of December. 
The vessel claims no home port; 
it is at home in any of the waters 
of the Great Lakes which lie with­ 
in Michigan's boundaries. 
Until 
about five years ago, the 
vessel was manned and operated 
by the Department’s Fish Division. 


to the hull were extensive. 
The hull of the craft is built of 
wood (steel construction was too 
expensive when the then Com­ 
mission signed the contract for its 
construction 16 years ago) and the 
bow of the vessel had been w eak­ 
ened by its long service as an ice 
breaker. New timbers and plank­ 
ing have been fitted and the work 
deck has been almost completely 
renewed. The main deck has been 
repaired, as have the bulwarks. A 
nevi, tow post, and one towing bitt 
aft. were installed. The pilot house 
is extended on the forward side 
and arranged for 
clearer 
vision 
and elimination of water seepage, 
which had caused damage both in 
pilot house and 
below. 
Water­ 
tight port lights were installed in 
the pilot house.

protection from the sun

Since then it has been part of the j provide working space that is un 
equipment of the Held Adminis­ 
tration Division. 
Its work is mainly routine—the 
crew’s inspection of nets placed 
by commercial fishermen in Great 
Lakes waters, inspection of fish­ 
ing boats, 
the 
transporting 
of 
young 
fish 
from hatcheries 
to 
points of release in Great Lakes 
waters, and patrols to keep out­ 
side fishermen from 
trespass 
in 
Michigan waters. 
Members of the crew check nets 
for the required license numbers, 
lift and inspect them to make cer­ 
tain that types of nets and mesh 
sizes are legal. Fishing vessels are 
boarded for inspections of licens­ 
es, nets, and fish taken. 
Plantings of lake trout finger­ 
lings and walleyed pike spawn are 
routine Springtime task* 
Illegal nets 
are 
confiscated; 
Capt. C. J. Allers, in charge of the 
vessel since it was built, says that 
nets placed illegally in Michigan 
waters by outstate fishermen and 
nets of illegal mesh sizes or types 
that have been confiscated since 
the craft was commissioned would 
reach from Chicago to the Straits. 
Allers, whose home is in T ra­ 
verse City, holds a certificate as 
master of steam and motor ships 
up to 5,000 tons in 
Great Lakes 
service, and is licensed as a pilot 
for vessels of unlimited tonnage. 
Aller’s "grew 
up*’ 
on 
Lake 
Michigan. The family home was in 
South Haven, later on Beaver Is­ 
land. His father was a ‘'salt water 
man” who was the 
owner 
and 
master of sailing schooners oper­ 
ating out of South Haven. 
A 
schooner owned by his father was 
taken out of service in 1911. one 
of the last sailing vessels to be : 
operated on the Great Lakes. 
The family moved to Beaver Is­ 
land in 1905. and Captain Allers 
worked on fishing tugs, in lum­ 
ber camps, and as a sailor in his 
youth. He served later as master 
without license of a diesel-power­ 
ed freighter owned by his father, 
who died in 1936, and then went 
with the Grand Trunk-Milwaukec 
car ferry line, first as wheelsman, 
then as deck officer. 
Captain Allers got his master's 
license while a member 
of 
the 
crew of the line's biggest car ferry. 
Patrol No. I, carries a 
crew of 
four: 
Captain 
Allers, as super­ 
visor of commercial fishing; Br- j 
win Belfy, 
assistant 
supervisor ’ 
and first mate; 
Richard 
Lahti, 
conservation officer who 
served 
the Department in that capacity 
on Isle Royale for seven years, as ! 
seaman; and Emil Pischner, en- I 
gireer. Except Allers, all live in 
Charlevoix, 
Pischner doubles as cook aboard 
the craft and endures unending 
ribbing as one engineer 
who 
is 
able to remove grease from 
his 1 
hands when he makes pie crust. J 
It is a small crew: a U. S. gov- ! 
ernment-owned craft of equal dis­ 
placement would carry a crew of 
at least 15 men. 
The vessel with 16% foot beam 
and 200 horsepower engine, 
has 
sleeping accommodations for nine 
persons.

der shelter, where equipment can 
be carried when necessary. 
A newr steering cable is installed 
the first in the nearly 16 years 
the craft has been in service. The 
other one was parted last Fall in 
a heavy sea and a new one was 
fitted as a safety measure. 
The craft is equipped with fre- 
quency-modulation 
two -w-av 
radio and 
a radio 
directional 
finder, 
and 
ship-to-shore 
tele­ 
phone. The crew can talk to reg­ 
ional and district offices of 
the 
Conservation Department ashore, 
can carry on tw o -w a y 
conversa­ 
tions by telephone with similarly- 
equipped fishing tugs 
or 
other 
vessels, with Coast Guard stations 
or vessels, or with airplanes. 
When the craft 
was commis- ! 
sioned in 1929, it replaced 
five I 
small patrol boats operated by the i 
Department’s Fish Division; one— I 
a 52-foot cabin cruiser—serving as j 
flag vessel. 
Patrol No. 1 bas a colorful rec­ 
ord, although captain and 
crew j 
won’t talk about it. and the ves­ 
sel's logbook holds only terse re- I 
ports of duties performed. 
For many seasons, the 
vessel j 
has been one of the first to push 
its way through ice to open water ; 
in the Spring, one of the last to I 


seek its Winter berth. 
It was sailed in heavy weather 
in the first years of service and 
Great Lakes fishermen 
came 
to 
know that no storm wfas severe 
enough to afford 
protection 
for 
illegal operations. 
The 
vessel 
carried 
trapped 
moose from Isle 
Royale 
to 
the 
mainland in 1936, has carried mail 
to isolated island ports when gov­ 
ernment 
boats 
could 
not 
get 
through, has freed other vessels 
that were locked in the ice, has 
broken open channels in harbors, 
has come to the rescue of crews of 
sinking fishing craft, has 
helped 
other fishing crews to 
lift 
nets 
when they have run into trouble, 
has carried fish to the mainland 
from outlying islands to prevent 
spoilage when smaller craft were 
held in harbors by storms, has 
carried needed medicines to des­ 
perately ill persons in out of the 
way ports, and has 
transported 
the sick to mainland hospitals. 
According to

there hasbeen a marked change in 
the attitude of many commercial 
fishermen tow’ards the regulations 
that govern their industry since 
Patrol No. I was commissioned. 
“The big majority of 
commer­ 
cial fishermen now show* a fine 
spirit of cooperation,” *he 
says. 
“They are taking an increased in­ 
terest in the program of the De­ 
partment 
to 
improve 
fishing 
through regulation and they try to 
help the work along. Of course 
there always will be outlaws, but 
the percentage of 
violators 
of 
fishing laws is declining stead­ 
ily.”
